The trial was over at last, and we were duly 
locked up in the juryroom to make up our 
verdict. 


For days and days the case had dragged | 


along. It had taken a long time to examine 
the numerous witnesses. Then the lawyers 
had to be heard, and finally his honor had de- 
livered acharge of extraordinary length ani 
profundity,

The Steinways continued to live in their 
solitary way.

It was while he was drawing 
the weapon from the wound that Gilmer and 
Peake had come upon him,

It sccms very strange that young*men who 
Clue from good stock and have been brought 
up With proper ideas of the proprieties of life 
should seck to fightaduel. [ wonder where 
they get such a foolish idea of honor. It used 
to pr vail, I know, but we thought that mod- 
ein civilization had about wiped out tht stain 
—that stigma upon ovr humanity—that San- 
cho Panzo sentiment that would fight a wind- 
miil becsuse it turned. 


The question that concerns society is, homf 


Co young men acquire such notions? O 
course they do not acquire them at home, for I 
do not suppose there is a respectable parent in 
the state who would teach his son that it was 
right under any circumstances to send or ac- 
ceptachallege. Duellivg has had its day and 
is bow under the ban. Ben Hill gave its hid- 
€cus corpse the last kick in his memorable re- 
ply to Alex. Stephens, and he deserved a mon- 
ument for that if for nothing else. 
_ But when college boys run off to fight a duel, 
it is a damaging reflection on that institation 
and vpon our system of education. There is 
already a suspicion pervading the public mind, 
that a coliege course is a risk, a peril, a hazard 
and I have heard many a reflective father say: 
“Tam afraid to send my boy to college!” So 
many of the graduates return home with bad 
habits or bad principles or exalted self esteem 
ora chronic indolence that parents are dis- 
couraged ard disappointed. If the boys come 
bome as the family ornaments,they soon be- 
comethe family expense. Their indolence is 
established and they are drones in the hive. 
Th. y read all the modern novels and can talk 
1’t'cally and learnedly, but they are of no 
account. They are capable but there is 
nothing for them to do that cor- 
responds with their mental . culture 
and physical reluctance to work. They will 
not go back to the farm or the workshop and 
the professions are already overcrowded. Of 
course there are many bright and honorable 
exceptions, but our people are taking notice 
that, as a general rule, the successful men of 
the day are not college graduates and those 
who are are the sons of poor parents. A boy who 
never did any work at home is in a bad fix to 
go to college. Work is the thing—a habit of 
work—chop the wood, make the fires, feed the 
stock, plant the garden and cultivate it; 
help all around and about 
the house and black his own shoes; 
use the hammer and the saw, mend the broken 
chairs and bring water, do somethiag that will 
save expense and that will help—help is the 
word. Every child should be taught to help, 
that it isa duty to help. When the boy has 
been raised this way and is ready for college 
send him for one year, and if he is getting too 
uppity and biggoty then let him stay at home 
& year and work some mere and then send him 
back again. He can just drop back to the next 
class and lose nothing. Batif you send a boy 
to college who never worked at home, and let 
him stay there three or four years, in nine 
cases ont of ten he will be no account. Heisa

due persus oi cuucation are alarming. mean 
education without moral and industrial train- 
ing. Teachers and professors have bat little 
to do with this. Their sole business is to teach 
from the books. If the pupil stands well-in 
mathematics, in Greek and Latin and logic 
and rhetoric and philosophy, he is doing 
splendid. That is the big thing. In fact, it is 
everything so far as the teacher is concerned; 
and almost everything with the parents. The 
result is that thousands of boys are being edu- 
cated as experts in indolence, in avoiding 
work, and in many cases they resort to forgery 
and embezzlement and obtaining money under 
false pretences. It is now an open secret at the 
north that education increases crime, not just 
alittle butimmensely. As illiteracy decreases 
crime increases in a geometrical ratio, They 
are almost met with the startling question 
which is the best, comparative ignorance with 
honesty or high culiure with dishonesty? 

Let us look at the figures as furnished by 
Mr. George R Steteon, of Boston, a philosopher, 
a thinker,a patriot. In 1850 there were, in 
rourd numbers, one million of people in Mas- 
sachusetts and 1,236 prisoners—1l prisoner to 
“04 of the population. As education progress- 
ed crime progressod. Education walked and 
crime ran—until in 1584 there were (65.000) 
sixty-five thousand arrests, or one arrest for 
every 29 of the population; and assuming that 
five persons constitute a family; we have the 
alarming result of one arrest to every six fam- 
ilies in the state. The criminals in the house 
of correction of Hampden county increased 
from 363 t0 1,131 in less than twenty years. 
ibe population increased only 100 per cent 
while crime increased 312. In the last five 
years it increased 96 per cent, and the sheriff 
iv his report says this condition will probably 
continue. 

Continue how long, I wonder. Will it be un- 
til, like Sodom aud Gomorrah, there be notjten 
righteous men left? In 1885 there were 1,100 
commitments more than 1852. Mr. Stetson 
shows that in this rapid increase of crime the 
native population is just as bad as the foreign. 

Then, again, look at the divorces—a class of 
statistics from which the foreign element is 
eliminated. In 1863 there was but one divorce 
to 3,134 persons. In 1820 there wes one to 1,537. 
Inthe last ten years divorces have increased 
more than twice as rapidly as marriages, and 
more then three times as rapidly as population 
Dr, Doichester says: ‘Tho imcst liberal view of 
tho question can but awakea concern for the 
perm ene> of social order aud the-~ staibility 
of ; ublic virtue, 

‘tus siondacuusetts there was in 1882 one di- 
vorce to every thirty-four marriages, and the 
ratio increasing every year. In Rhode Island, 
oner* fourteen and in Connectient one to 
clev (fy HAS SREG oe G SAE oe = 

Bu. ..e number of divorces does not repre- 
sent half the number of unhappy marriages 
or broken marriage vows, cases that do not 
get into the courts, and hence it can be safely 
estimated that not more than eight families 
in ten have preserved the purityand honor of 
the family relation. Uponthe purity depends 
not only the welfare ofsoviety, DU Las perve- 
iuity of the nation. 

Mr. Stetson says: ‘‘Public morals are now 
so low that vast conspiracies are entered into 
to defrand whole communities—corp rations 
or. anized to defraud the innocent and unwary 
— public office prostituted to personal gain and 
the cajitalof bauks gambled with by persons 
pich in social posftion. 

‘Vo jnd the public press pandering to a low 
vu'ger curiosity in disgusting details of crimes 

e-trst public order and decency, to satisfy a 
meth d public eraving. 

‘,,e ind that the hooksofthe leist value 
have the greatest ciiculation. 

‘ We find that the largest number of the reg- 
ular ¢ttendants go to churchin search of 
amucement and intellectual gratification, rath- 
er than for worship or instruction.” 

These admissions are alarming to every 
lever of his country—to every parent who 
feels parental solicitude for the welfare of his 
children. 

We congratulate our people—our people of 
Geergia and the south—that we are still far 
rcmoved from this lamentable condition. Oar 
county cf Bartowis.an average county, psr- 
haps no better, no worse, than the general pop- 
ulation of the south: and here we havea pop- 
ulation of 25.00@v. two thirds white, and only 
ninety-ci; ht arrests for crime in the past year. 
seventy-twoof these were negroes, but we 
will draw no race disiinctions, and if is one In 
250 while in Massachu ‘et:s it is one in tweaty- 
nine. li we estimate the whites alone it is one 
in C59, 

Then compare the divorces, There were 
only thre suits for divorcethe last year, that 
is one divorce to more than 7.000 people and 
only three divorces to every 190 marriages. 
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fear ofa commrn’st uprising and ariver of 
blood in the streeis. 

There is one other very damaging assertio1 and 
it is as true at the south as st the north,aad it is 
this: As high m»ntal culture increases our sen 
sibility and self-esteem it also increases our 
ability to accun ulate wealth by questionabie 
means and to escap: the consequences of crimi- 
ns] acta. Only a small portion of the iniqaity 
in high places finds punishment. It is maialy 
the poor and the friendless who fill the prisons. 

‘The conclusion of the matter,’ Jays Mr. 
Stetson, “is that intellectual cultare ‘without 
moral education rather increases the ability to 
escape the consequences of criminal acts, bat 
does not prevent theircommitment. Professor 
Sewall says ‘the effect of increased intelligence 
without accompanying moral principles is 
either to invent new forms of vice or to cover 
up thosetrimes which tbe ignoiant cannot so 
(ulningly couceal.’”’ 

In all our public scheols good morals are to 
some extent enjoined, but this is volantary 
and not required. Obedience to parents is not 
taught, nor is the observance of the ten com- 
ma.dments. The duties that appertain to 
citizenship—honesty in trade, truth, industry, 
respect for the Sabbath and for the 
church—are.not included in any school 
curriculum, and yet these things are the very 
foundation of society and good government, 
and of far more importance than trigonometry 
or greek orrhetoric. If the children were 
taught all these at home there would be less 
necessity for teaching them at school, but they 
are not. How many parents teach them? The 
Leathen Chinee teaches his children obedience 
and honest dealing, and their laws enforce 
these viitnes rigorously; but ours do not. Qn 
he contrary, there are, perhaps, as many par- 
ents afraid of their children as children afraid 
of their parents. How many fathers are there 
who, instead of teaching their boys honesty 
and truth, set them an example of overreach- 
ing and dissembling in trade? Where are the 
preachers who preach these virtues vigorously 
and systematically? But, even if they did, 
how many of the children are there to hear? 

In a!l the pub!ic schools of Germany and Prus- 
sia re'igion and mora!s stand first in the cur- 
riculoum, and in the Jatter country no teacher 
is qualified until he bas been instracted in re- 
ligion and morals for three years in a seminary 
established for that purpose. 

But instruction in good morals and re- 
Jigion is not all. They are required to 
do work—manual work of some kind. The 
mind and the body are trained together. 

In treating of this, Mr. Stetson says that the 
state commissioners affirm that the great ad- 
vantage of prison life to youthful convicts is 
= acquirement of the habit of industrious 

abor. 

What a commentary is this upon an educa- 
tions] system thata boy has to be sent to prison 
to learn a trade. 

Now I do not know that our system differs 
materially from theirs, but let us take warning 
in time ard fortify. Their ratio of illiteracy is 
3 to 100, ours is 24 to 100. It was that in 1880. 
I do not think itis more than 20 now. We 
wieh to lessen it until thereis not a rational 
child in the state over ten years that cannot 
read. This is our duty, but let us be careful 
that crime does not increase with culture, It 
is potnow-. Colonel Towers, our efficient and 
well informed commistioner of prisons, tells 
me that crime is actually diminishing if the 
number of convicts now being sent up from 
our courts signify anything. For the past six 
months the number of colored convicts has fal- 
len off very seriously. This is especially 
gratifying, for it did seem a few years ago as if 
the whole race were hound for the chaingang. 

Our children are exposed to dangerous infia- 
ences all the time and need all the help they 
can get. The girls are absorbed with the ex- 
actions of fashion and social life and find but 
little time to devote to duty. ina are 
dazzled with glimpses of fortunes eina 
day by speculation. A few days ago a young 
man was tried in Augusta and convicted for 
selling lottery tickets, and he was fined and 
imprisoned. His lawyer made a pathetic ap- 
peal for mercy and held up the daily newspa- 
per that had in one column an account of the 
trial and in the other the displayed advertise- 
ment of the Louisiana lottery with two distin- 
guished confederate generals as its godfathers. 

But enough of this. I have not written it 
for invidious comparison, but as food for 
thought. There are many thinkers in the 
land both north and south. Weare living for 
our children apd our children’s children, and 
it becomes us all to guard well the bulwarks of 
our social system. BILL ARP.

As I indite these 
lines, looking out from my window in the 
Battery Park hotel. I think of what a mag- 
nificent stretch of glories lie before me. Tae 
noble currents and waves of the deep blue sca 
find their counterpart in the majestic waves of 
these blue mountains, and they melt away to- 
ward the horizon, losing their outlines where 
theskyseemsto rimthe earth, looking for 
all the world likean expanse of old ocean. 
Picture it? Who can! It were {almost a 
Sacrilege totry it, andfone can only look 


around and stand enthralled. There is no | 


grander scenery than here, and he who cannot 
feel the inspiration of it must be either a dem- 
agogue ora fool. There is beauty in it all, 
and its vastness gives it grandeur. I have 
stood on these hills and mountain tops, peer- 
ing through the thin, transparent ether, never 
tiring, all the while having the sight to inten- 
sify itself, until it seemed as though I were 
raised one step nearer to God, and needed but 
to see’ the golden gates swing back in the west 
to look in upon the infinite beauty of heaven 
itself. Sometimes too, during these few days 
I have been here, I have seen a haze cling 
over the landscape as though the great invisi- 
ble Hand had thrown across the cones a sweet 
and beautiful bridal veil. Then thesun would 
come up and melt the mist away, when the 
scope of one’s vision wa® without limit—away, 
away, almost into infinity. ’ 


Asheviile Today. 
A CITY FULL OF ENTERPRISE AND GROWING 
RAPIDLY. 

All in all, I consider Asheville one of the 
most remarkable young cities in the south. 
Today no city of her size is doing more to per- 
petuate to glory of this generation in the New 
South than Asheville, and I have scarcely 
passed a square without finding some kind of 
building or improvements going on. The 
streets are full of busy people, squads of work- 
men are everywhere laying water pipes, pav- 


' ing the streets and sidewalks, while the hotels 


< 
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are crowded to their utmost capacity, many 

visitors being forced to seek private boarding 

houses even fora few days’ stay. People are 
pourivg in here daily from every section of 
the union, and there are, also, a great many 

Englishmen among them. The entire popula- 
tion seems to be thoroughly cosmopolitan, 
and a higher standard of society 
would be hard to find. Nearly 
every body, among the whites, 
of course, is well educated and filled with the 
modern snap and energy. There cannot be 
many under 150 houses going up today in dif- 
ferent parts of the city, and all the time new 
contracts are given out. The character of the 
structures gives an idea of the quality of the 
people, for very few of them are common place. 
Already there are some of the finest residences 
here to be found in the south, and the Battery 
Park hotel would be creditable to any city in 
the country. They seem to have the Atlanta 
idea of enterprise, and while the industrial in- 
terests are not large at present, the foundation 
is laid for fine work in this direction, as will be 
seen later in this corvrospondencse, The psople 
are now clamorous for better railroad facilities, 
and appear to have gone to work to have them. 
This.week a company was organized to con- 
struct a line from Atlanta to Baltimore via 
Ashville, and they expect to be at work on it 
within sixty or ninety days. At present the 
connections west are abominable, but efforts are 
making to have them improved. 

THE RAILROADS 

now running into Asheville come from four 
directions, one branch of the Western North 
Carolina railroad going to Morristown, Tenn, 
another to Salistury,S.C. The Asheville and 
Spartanburg runs to the latter city in South 
Carolina, connecting with the Piedmont Air- 
Line. These roads farnish at present only 
fair but are tobe improved. 
They are all controlled by the Richmond and 
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railroads, and I believe they are going to get 
them. 


Manufacturing. 
THE FOUNDATION LAID FOR A BIG INDUSTRIAL 
BOOM. 

The location and resources of Asheville are 
peculiarly good for manufacturing, there being 
exhaustless quantities of hard and other woois 
all around, besides many valuable minerals. 
The rivers both afford an abundant supply of 
water power if developed properly. With her 
natural advantages this city ought to become 
one of the great industrial centres of the south. 

MANUFACTURING FURNITURE. 

I find herea remarkable industryin the 
shape of a farniture factory owned by Avery & 
Erwin. They are making an unusually fine 
class of goods, and compete with western manu- 
facters daily. They have just closed the con- 
tract for furnishing the new addition to the 
Battery Park hotel right over the heads of the 
Michigan people. I have never seen hand- 
somer walnut, cherry or ash bedroom suites 
than they turn out, and their factory is a credit 
to the south. Their buildings are 
55 by 175 feet and 100 by 40 feet in size, both 
two stories high, or 27,500 square feet of floor 
space. The capifal invested is $20,000 and the 
yearly product is worth from $150,000 to $175,- 
000. The works cover three acres in all, and 
are convenient to the railroad. 

NEW COTTON FACTORY. 

The new cotton factory now building will be 
55 by 270 feet, two stories, and will use 4,040 
spindles and 250 plaid looms. It will cost $125,- 
000 and will be partly inoperation within sixty 
days. The entire mill be working by next 
fall, 

TOBACCO, 

An idea of the strides which have been taken 
in the matter of handling the tobacco products 
at Asheville of the richest counties of North 
Carolina may be had from the following statis- 
tics, which are from trustworthy sources: For 
the year 1883 there wero only 400,000 pounds 
handled. Intho following year the comp3ra- 
tively great success of the production of the 
previous season induced larger planting in 
Buncombe and five or six of the adjacent coun- 
ties, notably Yancey and Madison, and the re- 
sult was an increase of 1,100,000 pounds, mak- 
ing the total for 1854 1,500,000 pounds. In 1855 
the business done footed up transactions 
amounting to 3,100,000 pounds, and the crop 
prospects for the present year are variously es- 
timated from 5,000,000 to 6,000,000 pounds. 
This estimate is made even in the face of the 
gloomy and unfavorable weather of the post 
month, which will necessarily affect theannual 
yield, 

OTHER’ FEATURES, 

There are ten churches, colored and white, 
of all denominations, in the city; 134 stores, 
seven livery stables, four brickyards, one fur- 
niture factory, three door, sash and blind fac- 
tories, one broom factory, two shoe factories, 
four lumber yards and two foundries. It is 
stated on good authority that the workshops 
of the Western North Carolina railroad will 
be removed at an early day from Salisbury to 
Asheville by the Southern Improvement com- 
pany. Thiscompany also proposes to build a 
new and commodious depot to replace the pres- 
ent Asheville station. The company, whose 
president is Mr. A. H. Bronson, has just pur- 
chased 173 acres of land near the depot, and 
are laying it offin lots forthe founding and 
settlement of the new Asheville. They also 
propose to build there one of the finest hotels 
inthe south. Oneofthe streetson the map 
of the new town has been named in honor of 
Major W. E. Breese, formerly of Charleston, 
Ss. C, 

ASHEVILLE TOBACCO WORKS, 

These works are owned and conducted by 
Fred A. Hull and Charles Hull. They manu- 
facture plug and smoking tobacco of all grades. 
The sixe of the factory is 100x40 feet. or 16,- 
000 square feet. The firm represent a $20,000 
capital, and employ from fifty to sixty people. 
The yearly product is $100,000, and is sold 
throughout the south and north. 

FIRST NATIONAL BANK. 


Asheville has some of the best banks in the } 
western part of the state,’ and mong the 


number is the First National, which has an 
invested capital of $100,000, and a surplus of 
$8,000; undivided profits, $20,000; deposits, 
$105,000 to $115,000; number of depositors, 400 
to 450; loans and discounts, $166,000; circula- 
tion, $22,500; securities, $25,000; United States 
4 per cent bonds, $22,800. The bank has Wm. 
E. Breese as president and W. H, Penland 
cashier. The directors are: T. I. Van Gilder, 
hardware dealer, Asheville; Dr. Geo. W. 
Fletcher, merchant, Shufordsville, N, C,; Hon. 
Wa. A. Courtenay, Charleston; R. R. Rawls, 
Swanannoa hote], Asheville; C. E. Graham, 
merchant, Asheville; Fred.

FRENCH BROAD BANK. 

This bank is comparatively a new — 
house, being only eight months old, and is the 
first and only savings bank in the state. The 
officers are A. E. Graham, president; Wm. E. 
Breese, treasurer, and Joseph 8, Adams, solici- 
tor, They have acapital of $20,000; loans and 
discounts, $25,000; surplus $2,000. As yet the 
deposits are small. Money is loaned exclusive- 
ly on real estate. 

BANK OF ASHEVILLE, 

The above named bank was established in 
1879, with a paid up capital of $100,000; sur- 
plus, $18,000; undivided profits $2,200; deposits, 
$279,000; number of depositors, 600; loans and 
discounts, $270,000. The officers of the bank 
are as follows: James P. Sawyer, president; J. 
FE, Rankin, vice-president; and D. C. Waddell, 
cashier, and L. Pulliam, assistant cashier. The 
directors are: James P. Sawyer, J. E. Rankin,

Ashevtile’s Location. 
NESTLING AMONG THE MOUNTAINS 2,309 FEET 
ABOVE THE SEA, 

The location of Asheville in these mountains 
secmms to have been selected by some one who 
khew just where happiness could be found, 
and Where nature gives to human eyes her 
richest treasures’ The mean altitude here 
above the sea level is about 2300 feet, though 
a thousand hills and mountains rise on every 
side to a much greater height, 

Among the foot hills of the mountains that 
comprise the great Appalachian system lies a 
strip of country about fifty miles in width and 
one hundred and fifty miles or thereabouts in 
length, that is shown by official data furnished 
by the signal service of the United States to 
possess a dryness of atmosphere the same as 
found at Denver, Colorado, and middle Kan- 
sas. This locality at an altitude varying 
from two to six thousand 
feet above sea level, located 
several hundred miles south of Denver,natural- 
ly has many advantages of vital importance 
and interest to the invalid, as well as the tour- 
ist, that should not be careless'y overlooked. 
The attention of some of our most eminent 
specialists in throat and lung diseases has been 
attracted to this spot, and now many of their 
patients are being sent there for the benefit 
which they are sure to derive. The metropolis of 
this section, the city of Asheville, is situated 
on a hilly platean between the Alleghany 
mountains on the west, and the Blue Ridge on 
the east, at an elevation of twenty-three han- 
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ence of the Swannanoa and the French Broad 
rivers, whose beautiful valleys have been for 
generations past the themeof the poet, and the 
pen of the romancer. They have been written 
in poetry and in prose by the historian and the 
grave statistician, while the pencil of the artist 
has never been idle. The city of Asheville 
has been, during the past decade, widely 
known among the people of thesouth asa health 
and pleasure resort, noted for its healthful and 
de iciops climate, for its pure and invigoratizg 
atmosphere, the beauty of its scenery, its de- 
lightful drives, and adjacent points of interest. 
It has been the winter dream of the coast plan- 
ter while he was living on his plantation in 
the colder months that he would gain this 
lovely region during the heat of summer, and 
there ecjourn for atime in the bracing air of 
this mountain country; and long before the 
whistle of the locomotive was heard in North 
Carolina journeyings of hundreds of miles 
were made to reach this mecca of the south. 
Remnants of the old post reads and turnpikes, 
now things of the past, still remain with their 
ruined wayside inns and halting places, once 
the scenes of life and gaiety, but now only de- 
cayed and deserted landmarks that mark the 
age of progress and advancement of this coun- 
try. Pulmonary and throat troubles naturally 
succumb to the balmyair of this locality. 
Some of the'most learned and skilled physi- 
cians in the United States have recorded the 
fact that in this climate 
tubercular consumption is not 
hereditary. This isa most remarkable and 
very valuable truth, and has been proven in 
numberless instances. Malaria, the disease of 
the century, is unknown in this section. The 
fallof the French Broad river is upwards of 
1,000 feet in forty miles, and its being the na- 
tural drain of this region it will be seen at a 
glance that, with this great and perfect system 
of natural drainage, this locality must be ab- 
solutely free from malaria. This river is one 
of the most picturesquely beautiful on the con- 
tinent, and never fails to excite the intensest 
admiration from every tourist. Its high, 
rocky embattlements and rugged palisades, 
its clear, pellucid waters and ever changing 
panoramas along the entire course, all combine 
to wake it at once a joy and a lasting glory. 
THE CLIMATE AND HEALTH. 

The climate is admirable, the general eleva- 
tion being about 2,000 feet above sea level; the 
summer brings no terror; it is always pleasant 
in the shade; one seldom needs a fan, except 
in a close or crowded room; the nights are 
uniformly cool. Thousands of tourists resort 
hither from the sultry lowlands and the large 
cities north and south, to escape the heat of 
summer. On the other hand, the southern 
latitude protects from extreme cold in winter. 
It is not often that the thermometer indicates 
a zero temperature, but it has been known to 
mark 9 degrees below. 

Cold weather here is nearly always accom- 
panied by strong wind, while east of the ridge, 
during intense cold, the air ig usually still. 

The warm, debilitating days so common 
overthere in winter are very rare here. 
Throughout the winter the air is bracing and 
The air here.is dryer than 
there. 

Travelers say they have suffered more with 
cold in southern seacoast cities than they 
ever did in Asheville, -which fact they 
ascribe to the comparative dryness of the at- 
mosphere here. | 

Malarial chills and fevers are unknown. 
I havenoticed that those who have traveled 
most areloudest in their praises of this 
climate. 

One strong point made by northern ani 
eastern men isthe great number of days per- 
witting out-of-door exercise. A cold wave 
is usually from twenty-four to forty-eight 
hours’ duration. 

Horseback riding is enjoyed by invalids and 
pleasure seekers throughout the winter, with 
the exception ofa day or two now and then, 
when it is altogether too rough for strong peo- 
ple to expose themselves, or for delicate people 
even to leave their rooms, Happily these oc- 
casional blizzards soon pass over. The hygenic 
influences of this climate are so well known 
that it is hardly necessary to do more than re- 
vert to the subject. Invalids who take reason- 
able care and exercise in the air are uniformly 
benetited,and many notable cureshave resulted, 

For pulmonary affections, bronchial troubles, 
weak digestion, shattered nerves and broken 
down constitutions the airisa tonic. To the 
tourist, the invalid, the man of means who 
wants a pleasant home, this region holds out 
attractions of climate and scenery unsurpassed. 

To persons, north and east, whose weak con- 
stitutions shrink from the cold winter blasts, a 
safe asylum is here offered. The many fields 
of enterprise open to labor and capital render 
the change easy to be made without danger of 
pecuniary loss, I can give the names of num- 
bers of northern men who have located here 
and are successfully prosecuting their several - 
vocations, 

They are welcomed by these people accord: 
ing to their deserts, independent of difference 
of religious or political opinions. They are 
free to profess and practice their chosen tenocts 
in church and politics without disturbance or 
remark, 


Public Sentiment. 
HOW THE GOOD PEOPLE OF ASHEVILLE STAND 
UP TO THEIR TOWN, 

It is seldom one finds more enthusiastic peo- 
ple than those in Asheville. Every man in‘this 
community takes it upon himself asa sworn 
duty to swear by the town, and the beanty of 
it all is, they have something to back them. It 
has been my pleasure to have a number of 
casual talks with leading citizens here, and I 
herewith present them: 

ASHEVILLE’S FINANCIAL CONDITION, 

Concerning the financial condition of Ashe- 
ville as a city, Captain William E. Breese was 
asked: 

“What is the general financial condition of 
Asheville ?’” 

“Capital readily finds employment at 8 and 
10 percent. The supply does not meet the de- 
mand.” 

“What is the total amount of capital here?” 

“Our bauking capital, paid in, including sur- 
plus fand, is $250,000, Personal capital reaches 
the millions. Some of the banks are heavily 
backed by the stockholders. The First Na- 
tional represents over $20,000,000 in its per- 
sonnel, I regret that I am not informed of the 
backing of the others, but itis undoubtedly 
large.” 

“What are your most urgent demands in 
building up Asheville?” 

“Better railroad facilities, The  bo'- 
tlng up of the Spartanburg and 
Asheville railroad by the Western . 
Nerth Carolina railroad isa serious drawback. 
The absence of western and northwestern con- 
nections isa subject of daily comment and 
criticism by the hosts of visitors who deplore 
the delays at Knoxville and Morristown, and 
the lack of throngh sleepers and parlor cars. 
The traveling public of the lake states natur- 
ally seek this section; the proportion of visit- 
ors is as one to three compared with the north 
and east, wherea,s as I am credibly informed, 
the reverse should obtain. With quick through 
connections, comfortable cars, sach as the 
northern and northwestern traveling pablic 
are seccustomed to, travel here would be 
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“None of them to speak of are wealthy. 
The wajority are self-made men, who have 
earned what they have got by close attention 
to business and rigid economy. As buyers they 
are shrewd and close, and not likely to over- 
stock themeelves. As sellers they areattentive, 
know their goods and how to place them, 
making but few bad debts. Their credit is 
high, and their standing as a class beyond 
question. Trade is very fairly and equally dis- 
tributed, and there are no great monopolists to 
the exclusion of smaller men. Competition is 
close.” 

“About what is the estimated amount of 
business done in Asheville yearly?” 

“A very close and careful estimate shows the 
merchandise business to be $3,700,000 to $1,000,- 
0¢O per annum and steadily increasing; the 
hotel and boarding house to be $500,000 to 
$600,000. Say a total of $4,600,000.” 

“How has the general trade of the city 
grown within the past two or three years ?” 

“The retail trade is ona steady and rapid 
increase. Asheville is a great distributing cen- 
ter fora radius of miles, supplying satisfac- 
torily all the wants of the country trade. The 
local demand is large; the class of goods most 
called for are of superior quality and work- 
manship. Fine clothing, shoes and underwear 
are aspecialty. Staple, choice and fancy gro- 
ceries are among the leading features. 

“As a tobacco market,for bright tobaccos, she 
is unrivaled. This interest promises to out- 
strip all the others, The sales in 1884-5, Octo- 
ber to October, were $2,500,000. In 1885-6 $4,- 
355,587, and in 1886-7, up to April 1, $3,056,542, 
leaving six months more to work in, in which 
the sales will reach at least 6,000,000 pounds. 
The warehouses are ably managed, giving en- 
tire satisfaction to the farmers. The manafac- 
tories produce the best grade of smoking tobac- 
cos in the state. They are not as well adver- 
tised as those of other points, due in measure 
to the comparatively new industry. The mate- 
rial used is A No. 1, the preparation honest. The 
large floating population of wealthy visitors 
discriminate closely, and their patronage isa 
decided factor in the earnings of our dealers in 
dry goods and kindred commod ities.”’ 

“What do you-consider the outlook, and on 
what do you pin your faith to Asheville?” 

“1, The faith of the people in themselves and 
the knowledge that we possess an unrivaled 
climate and a bracing atmosphere in which a 
man can be up and doing atall seasons. We 
have no croakers. Allof usof every degree 
believe in Asheville. We have a present, and 
we will make a future. 

“2. The universal favorable impression that 
the place makes upon all visitors. The general 
comment is ‘What a bustling, stirringg: wide 
awake town; I have seen nothing like it4south.’ 

“3. The welcome given'to strangers, courtesy 
shown to all, club hospitalities extended, busi- 
ness and social ditto. 

“4, The steady and increasing demand for 
real estate, the advance in prices (no Birming- 
ham inflation), but actual sales for hardly ear- 
ned dollars. The continued sound of saw and 
hammer (over one hundred dwellings are now 
in course of erection). 

“3. The establishment of a cotton factory, a 
furniture factory, a shoe factory; the daily 
inquiry of live men seeking the further es- 
tablishment of smaller industries. 

“6. The resources of our surrounding county 
with its virgin forrests of walnut, chestnut, 
cherry, oak, ash, hemlock, spruce, etc. 
The development of minerals,—gold, nickle 
manganese, iron, mica,and her hay producing 
capacity. 

“7, The ever increasing population of both 
town and surrounding country. Tho natural 
advantages we pocsess as a distributing point. 

“The belief that we are the only city west of 
the Blue Ridge able to cope with Kuoxville. 
The knowledge that we are drawing from her 
some of her trade, and the further fact that we 
are encroaching daily on Danville and other 
tobacco markets, * 

“Asheville makes no step backward. She 
dreams of no past; her people are tenacious of 


*the future; they plant their pegs ani work to 


them. A foothold insures a foundation, and 
then they build and keep on building.” 
REAL ESTATE IN ASHEVILLE. 

During the past eighteen months or two 
years real estate values have been advancing 
rather rapid)y. However, from what I have 
been able to learn, there does not appear to be 
any ‘‘inflation’”’ prices ruling, but the increase 
has been solid, and based on what might be 
termed a legitimate boom. There are no “Bir- 
mingham fancies” in real estate in Asheville, 
and I know no place that promises to pay 
better on the investment than this. I hada 
talk with Mr. A. J. Lyman concerning this 
subject, and I herewith present his interview. 
I asked him: 

“How are prices in real estate ruling in 
Asheville now?” 

“Business lots $125 to $150 per front foot 
and residence lots in the desirable 
portion of our city from $15 to $25 per front 
foot.’’ 

“What has been the per centage of increase 
in prices within two years?” 

“T should say thatthe average increase in 
real estate within and jast without the cor- 
porate limits of our city bas been from 100 to 
150 per cent, and in some cases improved resi- 
dence lots in a desirable part of Asheville, as 
well as lots for business purposes, have appre- 
ciated 200 per cent and more.” 

“Is much capital coming to Asheville at pres- 
ent?” 

“T regret to say that thereis nothing like 
the needed capital for the proper development 
of our resources and for business enterprises to 
be had in Asheville. Money commands a high 
rate of interest and there a few places where 
capitalists could find a better and safer field for 
investment.” 

“Give me some instances of increased values 
late)y.” 

“One lot bought of me for $1,700 cash, was 
sold one week after for $2,500.; Two lots, 
which sold on March 10 for $600 a piece, found 
a ready saleten days after at $1,000 each. 
The purchaser of a good, unimproved 
farm, containing 154 acres, situated two anda 
balf miles from town, was offered a thousand 
dollars for his bargain before he received the 
deed to the property.” 

“What is your candid opinion about the 
growth and development of Asheville?” 

“The growth and development of our city, 
though steady and healthy during the past five 
years, is, in my opinion, nothing to what it is 
likely to be in the near future.” 

“What are some of Asheville’s strong points 
for inviting people and capital?’ 

“Its fine bracing climate, bringing health 
and pleasure seekers from all parts of our 
country, and the excellent opportunity for 
manufacturing from wood, making cigars, 
cigsrettes. Our water power is unexcelled 
anywhere in the world. A paper mill, for in- 
stance, would pay handsomely.” 

ANOTHER REAL ESTATE TALK. 

Mr. Walter B Gwyn wasin his office when 
I called this morning. Heis one of the best 
posted men in Asheville in real estate, and 
his word may be taken ag authority. I asked 
him: 

“Mr. Gwyn, give me 
estate in Asheville.” 

“Getin my buggy with me and I can show 
you moe property inan hour than I could 
dereribe to you in double the time.” 

“Thanks, but I have not nme time to spend 
today; I want general on the sab- 
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“Property is selling very well,{the demand is 
good, and prices, asj compared with any period 
of the past, are hig : 

“The outlook is all that could be desired. 
With the inauguration and completion of sev- 
eral important enterprises, the prices of real 
estate have kept steady pace. 

‘It is fortunate, I think, for the city, that 
there has been very little of what is under- 
stocd as a “boom,” and I think that investors 
msy now count quite as safely as in the past 
on a steady increases in values. 

“You see, the irregular topography of the 

lace creates conditions very different from 
these tu flat places. Youcan stand on land 
worth $4,000 peracre and throw astone upon 
land dear at $1,000. Consequently the supply 
of first-class building sites is limited, therefore 
investment in them is correspondingly safe. 

“Give me some instances of increase in value 
here within two year3.” ~ 

“T hardly caer wine to begin. I soldeight 
lots October 10th, 1885, at apiece, an 
average one of which has just been sold for 
$1,000. Notoneof the eight could now be 
bought, I think, for less. More has been otfer- 
ed for two ofthem. In June, 1855, I urged a 
Cleveland capitalist to buy four acres at $3 200, 
but he would only offer $3,000. Seventeen 
months thereafter he bought a portion of it for 
$4,500 cash, and offered $2,000 cash for another 
part of it. The same day the remainder sold 
for $2,500 cash, making the cash value, Decem- 
ber lst, 1886, at least $9,000. He is now build- 
ing a fine brick house on the lot hebought. A 
business lot 120 feet front sold January,1886, for 
$13,325; 48 feet sold last fall for $9,600, and for 
the remainder $300 per foot was offered recently. 
I could multiply examples. The above are 
among the most conspicuous. There aremany 
others that will approach them, but of course 
they do not happen every day.” 

“What do you think of Asheville’s futare.’ 

“} think the town has just fairly begun to 
grow, and I base my belief on the fact that the 

influences Which have been counted upon to 
make the town have just fairly begun to work. 
With, perhaps, the very finest system of water 
works in the south, electric lights, telephone 
exchanges, new sidewalks, new and better 
hotel facilities, newly completed railroad con- 
nections, we have here added a series of most es- 
sential elements of progress and presperity. 
We look not only to the great south, where 
genial sons and daughters fly t) our 
cool mountain breezes for the summer, 
but to the north, and the 
east, and the west, where refugees from the 
blasts of winter find herea climate which is pro- 
nounced by people of extensive travel ‘the 
best all the year round climate in the world.’ 
Therefore, whatever we do or acquire to add to 
the comfort and pleasure of life here, tends to 
fix the determination of these people to make 
their homes here. 

“Ten years ago when I first set foot in the 
queen city, old residents and curb stone loafers 
assured me confidentially that property had 
got as high as it could go, but since that time I 
have witnessed a steady and increasing rise in 
values. I could have bought property then 
that has advanced at least 100 per cent per 
annum in value.” , 

THE TOBACCO TRADE. 

While Asheville cannot properly be classed 
among the older tobacco markets of North 
Carolina, she is, nevertheless, taking rapid 
rank in handling and manufacturing the weed, 
and this year, as will be seen from estimates 
given elsewhere, will reach about 6,000,000 
pounds. I hada talk with Mr. Fred A. Hall, 
of the Asheville tobacco works, and present 
from him some interesting data concerning the 
growth of the tobacco trade here. | asked: 

“How long has Asheville been handling to- 
bacco?” 

“The Asheville Tobacco association was 
formed May Ist, 1882, but considerable tobacco 
had been sold here previous to that tims.” 

“What quality of leafis mostly marketed 
here?’ 

“The quality of leaf varies here, as in other 
markets, but we have more fine goods than 
‘any other place in the United States. We have 
the finest bright wrappers and smokers grown 
in the world.” 

“What has been the growth of the business 
here within two or three years?” 

“The growth of the business has been very 
rapid in the past three years, and has nearly 
doubled itself in that time.” 

‘‘What amount of capitalis invested in fac- 
tories, prize rooms and warehouses?” 

“This question is hard to answer, as property 
is increasing in value so fast that it would be 
difficult to make an estimate; but I would say 
that $150,000 would bea very low estimate. 
The amount of money invested by individual 
buyers amounts to millions, andif sales are 
good it runs higher than I can count, but if 
the market drops they all claim that they had 
very little money invested.”’ 

‘What isthe manufactured product worth 
yearly?’ 

“About $280,000.” 

“What d6 you think of the tobacco outlook 
here?” 7 

“The present outlook isa very bright one 
and we anticipate a large increase in the busi- 
ners in the coming season.” 

“What do you think of the fatureof Ash- 
ville? 

“This is a questisn asked me nearly every 
day and I will answer you as I do nearly every 
one else that I think Asheville will be on a 
steady boom for some years to come. And 
from its geographical position it must become 
the most noted resort between the Atlantic 
ocean and the Mississippi river.”’ 

THE NEW WATER WORKS. 

Mr. E. D. Bolton, of Boston, the gentleman 
in charge of the new system of water works 
now building in Asheville, was asked: 

“What system of water works are you put- 
ting in here”’ 

The water is taken from the Swannanoa 
river about five miles outside of the town at 
“Patton’s mill.” <A heavy stone dam has been 
built there,and the power used to work a 

uplex pump driven by a turbine wheel. The 
water is forced four miles to an iron stand pipe 
on Beaumont, four hundred and thirty feet 
above the river at the mill. The pump hasa 
capacity of 300,000 gallons inten honrs. The 
stand pipe holds 700,000 gallons, and is two 
hundred and thirty-five feet above the public 
square. The work will be in fall operation 
before May Ist. Its cost will be between 359,- 
000 to $70,000. 4

LIQUOR QUESTION IN TEXAS. 


Senator Reagan Comes Out Squarely for 
Frohibition—The Antis Organizing. 


GALVESTON, Tex., April 9.—The prohibition 
ques ion is rapidly assuming the front rank among 
the political issues of Texas, The late legislature 
passed an act rubmitting this question to a vote of 
ibe people in August. Tne anti-prohibitionists are 
organizing for battle Chief among them are 
Licutenant Governor Gibbs of Dallas, Hen. Walter 
Gresham of Galveston, and politicians of lesser 
noie, who have constituted themselves a commit- 
tee representing the democracy of Texas, and are 
inviling prominent democrats to attend a meetfyg 
ou the 50th, for the purpose of calling a conveation 
in May, ‘to set forth clearly and universally the 
tiine-honored principles of democracy in its oppo- 
sition to all forms of sumptuarys legislation.”’ 

‘The News prints today (Saturday) an open letter 
from fenator Johu H. Reagan, replying to the in- 
vitation of the committee to attend the coming 
mecting. Mr. Reagan's letter will produce a gen- 
uire sensation in the political world of Texas. He 
comes out squarely in favor of prohibition, and 
deals the opporitiou some hurculean biows from 
demecratic standpoint 
stood beside Senator Coke, Governor Jreland, Cgn- 
gressman Mills, and other prominent democrats, in 
sttenuously opposing the growth ofthe prohibition 
idea on the ground that it was a sacred principle 
of democracy to oppose sumptuary laws of what- 
ever Character. Mr. Reagan's complete change o 
views On this point surprises even his nearest 
friends. 

After picturing at length the wretchedness 
and dishonor to be encountered in every com- 
munity resulting from the use of liquor, the 
sepator says:” 

I must express my regret that any effort has been 
mace to make a party question of prohibition, and 
e-nccially do Il regret that democrats shonld seek 
toicentify that great and grand historic party 
with the fortunes and fate of whisky shop drunk-

Thursday night, near Rockdale, Milan county, 
between officers of the law anda noted d+x- 
perado named William Jacobs. Some weeks ago 
Jacobs killed a man in Milan county aud went 
in hiding. Thursday the sheriff learned that 
Jacobs was stopping with a friend named Ira 
Bounds, who lives twelve miles south of Rock- 
dale, Deputy Sheriffs John Pickett, Lee Poole 
and Frank McCalla, were detailed to make the 
arrest. Accompanied by a posse of half a 
dozen citizens they rode upto Bounds’ farm 
and quietly surrounded the house. Hardly 
hed the horsemen appeared in front of the 
hcuse before the door opened and Jacobs step- 
ped outside witha Winchester in his hand, 
with the bravedoof a born desperado. He 
surveyed the officers for a moment and quietly 
raised his rifle and began a single-handed bat- 
tle with six men. His first bullet pierced the 
body of Deputy Sheriff Poole, who fell from 
his horee dead. Simultaneously the 
posse opened fire upon Jacobs, who 
stocd unscathed, Deputy McCalla was 
wounded in the arm, while a member of 
the posse, named Barber, was struck onthe 
bead by a glancing balland rendered insane. 
After emptying his sixteen repeating rifle at 
the officers, Jacobs threwthe gun away and, 
drawing a revolver, ran to the rear of the yard, 
followed by a shower of bullets, and miracu- 
lously succeeded in escaping to the woods.

For 
Ireland it is a question. of suffering and she knows 
how tosuffer. For England it is a question of 
theme and dishonor and to cast away shame and 
dishonor is the first business of a great nation. In

which brought about the election of 1880. May the 


meeting of Monday next ring the death knell of 
the worst, most insulting and most causeless 
coercion bill ever submitted to parliament. 

Lord Hartington has written the following 
letter to a unionist meeting: 

It is of great importance that some answer 
should be given tothe agitation which is being 
promoted against the measures necessary for the 
maintenance of order in Ireland. Doubtless it is 
greatly to be revretted that the government is com- 
pelled again to resort to coercive 
measures, Although liberal statesmen 
have not shrunk on “former occasions 
from proposing, in similar circumstances, legis- 
lation of equal, if not greater, severity itis my firm 
conviction the disorder which compell the 
government toresort to this policyis not spon- 
taneous and is not mainly caused 
by unredressed grievances. It is the result 
of the determination of some leaders of the Irish 
people to prove that the government of Ireland b 
the parliament of the united kingdom is impossi- 
ble, and an attempt is being made to discredit both 
remedial and repressive legislation. In my judg- 
ment, this attempt ought to be firmly resisted by 
unionists, botn liberal and conservative. 


AFFAIRS IN GERMANY. 


The KEcclesiastical Bill — Bishop Kopp’s 
Amendment. 
Copyrighted by the N. Y. Associated Press. 

BERL'N, April 9.---The ecclesiastical bill has 

been fixed as the order of the day in the unter- 
haus for the 20th instant. At a recent short 
conference the national liberal leaders were 
Gisposed to assent to the bill, after stating in 
the course of debate that their acceptance 
would be conditional on no further concession 
being made. During the vacation the contro- 
versy has become most bitter. The unceasing 
hostile language of the Catholic 
press has caused a revulsion in the pacific mood 
of national, liberal and conservative papers. 
Instead of now discussing the acceptance of the 
measure as passed by the oberhaus, the na- 
tional liberals are disposed to reject the bill 
unless all of Bishop Kopp’s amendments are 
stricken out. In deference to Bismarck, they 
will consent tothe adoption of the original 
bil, but willnot go a step beyond, On 
the other hand, the center party brings for- 
ward again the whole of Bishop 
Kopp’s proposals, including those which the 
committee of the oberhaus refased to enter- 
tain. Windthorst’s reported submission to the 
vatican isonly provisional. Intense irritation 
prevails on both siaes. The centrists avow 
their readiness to submit to the curia, 
but maintain that Bismarck has 
outwitted the vatican, and thas 
Monsignor Galembert’s mission was a failure. 
The national liberals consider that Bismarck 
has been grossly deceived in trying to domi- 
nate the center party through the pope. 

The Cologne Gazette of yesterday predicts 
that Bismarck will be ready to go siill farther 
in the making of concessions and will yield to 
the demand of the centrests for all of the 
Kopp proposalg. While it is beyond doubt that 
the opposition of the conservatives and na 
tional liberals will defeat the combined cen 
trests and new German liberals and that the 
bill will be referred toa committee, it may re- 
quire the decisive exercise of the government's 
influence to prevent its rejection. 

The fiscal proposals in courte of preparation 
for the reichstag arenow knownto inelude 
the rew consumers tax on brandy and sugar, 
the bill abolishing tax on raw beet root mate- 
ria] and substituting the tax on sugar for con- 
sumption, also the reformed bourse tax. It is 
believed that the proposale will be framed in 
consonance with the fiscal policy of the national 
liberal party. Not a whisper is now heard 
in ministerial organs suggestive of obnox- 
ious monopolies in brandy add tobacco. 

The Easter festival isin full swing. Today 
the weather was clear and cold. Countless 
thonsands were abroad. Theaters were re- 
opened and all places of amusement were 
thronged, The emperor and his whole family 
attended communion service in the palace 
Thureday. 

A decree issued at Strasburg tolay ap- 
plies to all Frenchmen the order of December, 
1886, according to which anyone connected 
with the French army desiring to sojourn in 
Alsace-Lorraine must previously obtain per- 
miesion of the German authorities. 

The French press continues to give unauthen- 
tic accounts of severeties practiced upun French 
sympathizers. Prince Hohenlohe, governor of 
Alsace- Loraine, bas instructed officials to con- 
ciliate the people and never to interfere unless 
there should occur an open breach of laws. 
French papers announced the wanton arrest of 
a number of youths at Zabern. The facts are 
thata large number of young French Alsa- 
tiars went in front of the Mairie, tore the 
German flag to shreds and broke the flag staff. 
Five offenders were arrested and will be 
tried. 

The Krenz Zeitung says that the library of 
the late Leopolg von Ranke, historian, has 
been sold to an American college, Dr. Hart- 
wig finds that the most important manuscripts 
left .by von Ranke consist of a copious diary 
and book of maxims of government, the latter 
of which yon Ranke prepared for King Maxi- 
millian, of Bavaria.

NEW RAILROAD LINES 


Which Will Greatly Increase the Facilities 
of Decatur, Ala. 


Decatur, Ala, April 9.—[Special |—A char- 
ter has been filed with the secretary of state of 
Tennessee and Alabama for the constructiou of 
the Decatur, St. Louis and South Atlantic Short 
Line railway, for a great trunk line from Caire, 
Illinois, through Decatur, Alabama, to a point 
on the Alabama ard Georgia state line, to con- 
nect with the Georgia Central ami Georgia 
Pacific railway. | 

This line is intended to form a short line be- 
tween the grain growing regions of the great 
northwest, and the south Atlantic and galf 
states. It will penetrate the rich mineral and 
timber regions cf Tennessee and North Ala- 
bama, concentrating these great resources at 
Decatur, Alabama, which has already such ex- 
traordinary river and railroad transportation 
facilities. 

The other great line chartered, is the Deca- 
tur, Cincinnati and Southwestern ra!lroad, te 
be constructed from Decatur, Alabama, in a« 
northestly direction, through Lincoln, Bed- 
ford, Rutherford, Wilson, Trousdale and 
Simmes counties, Tennessee, to a connection 
with the Chesapeake and Ohio, and the 
Louisville and Nashville systems,in South- 
ern Kentucky, with a line also into Nashville. 
From Decatur the road willrun in a south- 
westerly direction through the great Warrior 
coal fields and yellow pine timber regions, in 
the general direction of Meridian, Columbus 
or Aberdeen, Mississippi, depending upor 
which point may seem most feasible. 

It is understood here that these charters are 
obtained as the result of negotiations which 
have been pending for weeks betwcen Major 
E. C. Gordon, president of the Decatar Land 
Improvement and Furnace company, and some 
Jeading capitalists who are largely interested 
in the systems of roads with which these pro- 

new lines will connect. 

It is authoritatively stated that the money to

“We are going to purchase and develop the 
timbered land along the line of the Ameri 
Preston and Lumpkin railroad, in whee 
Wilcox counties. The company has already 
secured fifteen thousand acres of the finest 
timbered land in the state. Threeofthe sta- 
tions of the Americus, Preston and Lumpkin 
are on the company’s land.” 

“How much did this land cost you?” ; 

“It was bought before the route of the rail- 
read had been located, and consequently it 
was secured at a very low price. The average 
cost of the land was less than $2 per acre. 
The company has bought twenty-five acres of 
city lands also, paying $75 per acre. This 
land fronts the railroad and its yards will be 
located on it.” 

“The object of the company, then, is to buy 
lands and improve them?” 

“Yes, timbered lands, but another object of 
the company is to encourage manufactaring in 
Americus.” 

“Who have subscribed?”’

A charter 
will be applied for during the April term of the 
superior court, which meets here next week, 
and we will then elect the officers.

thoroughly united on all points which concern 
the welfare of the city. Americus is making 
rapid etrides of progress. Subscriptions for a 
sixty-thousand dollar hotel and a large cotton 
factory are now well under way, with every 
prospect of success. I feel the boom striking 
us. I will give you another piece of informa- 
tion, which may or may not be news. As scon 
as the Buena Vista railroad reaches Americus, 
it will be extended to Columbus, thus giving 
us direct connection with Birmingham by the 
Goodwater extension. This, with the deep 
weter connections of the Americus, Preston 
and Lumpkin both by the Chattahooche and 
the Ocomulgee rivers, will give Americus the 
lowest freight rates of any inland city in the 
state.”’

. “& poor man has scraped together $1,000 to get 
a home. He buys a house subject to 
# ground rent of $60 per year. 
That is to Say, the owner 
puts a valuation of $1,000 on the ground 
and rents the use of it to the buyer of the house 
Sor 6 .per cent or $60 #£pe year. 
The amount of ijground rent can- 
not be increased and the buyer of the house 
supposes hehas bought a house subject toa 
mortgage of $1,000. But twenty years pass, dur- 
ing which the owner ard occupant of the house 
has paid the ground rentof $30 every six months, 
paid the taxes on both house and ground and any 
special assessments that may have been levied. 
He wants to buy the ground that he may own his 
place clear, or he wishesto sell his house. But 


money is plenty; rates of interest are low and 7 


‘the ground rents are correspondingly more valu- 
able. The ground rent twegfty years ago was 6 
per centfon the then valuation of the lot. Now, 
by reason of the changein conditions, 3 per cent 
clear of all taxes is considered good 
return on an investment. There- 
fore the ground rent really amounts to & 
mortgage of $2,000 on the poor man’s home. If 
the owner of the house wants to buy the ground 
he must now pay $2,000, or if he wishes to sell 
the house, the sum of $2,000 must be counted olf 
the valuation ofthe property, The holder of the 
ground rent has enjoyed the fixed and absolutely 
secured income of a mortgage. The owner of the 
Rouse has paid all taxes, taken all risks, and 
ought tobe entitled to allthe benefits from in- 
creased valuation of property, but heisn’t. That 
is precisely the history’of ground rents in Balti- 
more for the past twenty years.”

—— 


Captain J. F. Burke Throws Light Upon the Question 
» ~—He Meintains that He Did Not Fence in An. 
ki Siler Avenue, but Closed in His Private 
Preperty~ What Mra, Cutting Says 


“I see that Angier avenue is fenced in,’ said 
Capiain J. F. Burke yesterday to a CostifU'rron 
reporter. ‘“‘Who did it?” 

“It is said that you ordered itto be done,” 
1¢plicd the reporter, 

**Put I did not,’’ said Captain Burke. “I hada 
fence built around the lot owned by Mrs. Cotting, 
to replace the old fence that was put therea few 
years ago, but I did notfence in Angier avenue.’’ 

“Does not Angier avenue run from Jackson street 
to the Bouleyard?”’ 

‘‘No,” said Captain Burke; “it begins at the 
Bculevard and runs toward Angier spring.”’ 

“Was there ever any Angier avenue signboards 
piaced between Jackson street and the Boulevard?” 
_ “Never.” . 

“Did the city council ever order a street made 
there?’’| 

**‘Never.”’ 

“Is there any record showing that a public street 
ever was there?” 

“None whatever.’’ 

“Is there any open way from Jackson street to 
the Boulevard at that place?”’ 

‘‘Yes,’’ said Captain Burke, “there is an alley 
fifieen feet wide between the land .of Reinhardt 
and Mrer. Cotting.”’ 

» ‘Then the street car track is Jaid“across the lots 
owned by Mrs. Cotting?”’ | 

* Precisely so.” 

“Did she sell the street car:company the right of 
Mo: she gave them permission to run their cars 
over the track, as they stated that they had put 
the track on her Jand by mistake, and it would be 
a great expense to remove it.”’ 

“Did she ever promise to give twenty feet of her 
land to be added toa thirty foot streetin order to 
have a fifty foot street there?’”’ 

‘Yes, it was stated to herand also to me that 
there was athirty foot strect there, and she at 
their request gave the company a written promise 
to donate twenty feet of her land to be added to 
a thirty foot street. The clause reads as follows: 
‘Now should said railroad company build said 
railway through said thirty. foot street within 
two years from this date, then Iam bound to make 
a deed to said railroad company for twenty feet 
fromthe south side of my lot from Jackson street 
to the Boulevard, thus making said thirty foot 
street twenty feet wider. Should said railroad 
company failto build and equip said: railroad 


within the time named herein, then this oblizag

“Did they build thé railroad within the time?’ 

“Yes: but when I asked to see the thirty-foot 
street that was supposed to be there I was told that 
there was no street there and never had been. On 
investigation I found this to be true. Inthe mean- 
time the track had been laid across Mrs . Cotting’s 
lots. I then requested the company either to re- 
move their track or produce a thirty foot street. 
They appealed to Mr. Reinhardt to give a strip 
from bis lot fora street. I am informed that he 
refused togiveaninch, The street car company, 
unable to procure a thirty foot street, surrendered 
Mrs. Cotting’s bond May 7, 1883 ”’ 

‘What was the next proceeding?’ asked the re- 


porter. 


‘“Thesyndieate petitioned the city council to 
prevegt Mrs. Cotting from fencing in her land. 
Afier hearing the arguments, the council by unan- 
imous vote ceclared that the street that had been 
opened across Mrs. Cotting’s land was nota public 
thorouchtfere, but private property,-and was made 
without her consent, andthev refused to appoiut 
assessors to condemn the property for public pur- 
poses. The poardofaldermen confirmed this ac- 
tion of council.” : 

“What occurred then?’ queried the resorter. 

‘There was nothing tor the street Car company 
to do tut to appeal to Mrs. Cotting for permission 
to use their track. She did not want the track 
there, but she thonght it would be a hardship on 
the company to compel them to remove it, so she 
gave them permission to use it under conditions 
named in this paper:’ 

‘‘Fulton County, Georgia.—This writing witness- 
eth that, Whereas the Gate City Strect Railroad com- 
pany, have, through misapprehension, laid their 
railroad track on a lot of land belonging to Frances 
L. Cotting (here follows the boundaries), said track 
havirg been laid on said land from Jackson street 
tothe Boulevard; and whereas, it would entail on 
said railroad company ;considerable outlay of 
money and great jinconvenience!.to |jtake up. said 
track and remove the same! to some other place: 
The undersigned: herebyygivesto said company, 
their Jegal successors and assigns, the|'priviiege of 
rupning)itheirg horse cars over yp track 
where it is now ‘ilaid on*/the land 
herein described, so long as it shall be used for the 
legitimate purposes of a street railroad; but should 
said tracks ever, atfany jtime, be {removed from 
where it nowis, or should | theSprivileges herein 
named bejused for]/purposes other|than those spec- 
ified, then said®rights and privilegestherein grant- 
ed shall cease and be void. May 8, 1883.” 

‘‘It will be scen from this,’’ continued Captain 
Burke, ‘“‘that the land in question is recognized as 
private property, and the world is put on notice of 
this fact, as the above instrument is on the public 
records in the clerk’s office. It would seem more 
appropriate for those who have been using this 
lend to thank Mrs. ee rather than talk of 
Jawsuits—she has owned the land for sixteen years 
and there could be no object in a lawsuit unless it 
be to endeavor to appropriate her. property with- 
out paying forit. If aed persons wish to engage 
in such a scheme, I will be pleased to meet them 
in the courtroom. They should not forget that 
Mrs. Cotting paystax onevery foot of the land 
they have been using as a street. She pays tax 
even for the land used by the street car company.”’ 

“Did the syndicate increase the valué of Mrs. 
Cottine’s Jand by building the rmlroad on Jackson 


street? ‘ 

“Yes,” replied Captain Burke, laughing, “but 
they did not go to doit. They did it because they 
could not helpit. They increased the valueof their 
own very extensive tracts of land also, and the 
hundreds of other persons’ lots along the line of 
road, but Mrs. Cotting’s land was the only point 
of attack. No other lot holder offered togive a 
foot of theirland. All property in the city shared 
in the general rise in values at that time,”

BOOKS AND AUTHORS. 


A Glance Over the Literary Field—The April 
Magazines—Brief¢ About Books. 

ScrieNEk’s must be placed at the head of 
the April magazines, by reason of its collection 
of unpublished letters of Thackeray. This 
collection, which is to be continued ia further 
numbers, is » literary find, the importance and 
interest of which cannot possibly be ex+gger- 
ated. In these letters, which are carefa ly 

edited, we are brought into intimate relations, 
as it were, if not with the greatest writer, cor 
tainly with the greatest novelist of any age or 
time. In these private letters. written with 
no thought of publication, are manifested all the 
qualities that make Thackeray's fame and 
memory lovable. The charm of tenferness, 
the play of humor, the manliness, the sim- 
plicity and the gentleness that are associated 
with the novelist’s name are all to be found 
here; delightful little bits of characterization 
and description, exquisite little touches of 
playfulness. He carried about with him every- 
where asense of the reality of the people he 
had created. As, for instance, writing from 
Brussels, he says: “I am going today to 
the Hotel de ia Terrasse, where 
Becky used to live, and shall pass by Captain 
Osborn’s lodgings, where I recollect mesting 
‘him and his little wife—who has married 
again somebody told me; but it is always the 
way with these grandes passions—Mrs. Dob- 
bins, or some such name she is now; always 
an overrated woman, I thought. How curious 
it is! I believe perfectly in all those people, 
and feel quice an interest in the Inn in which 
they lived.” We cannot hope to give even & 
hint of the peculiar charm with which these 
letters are invested. 

Here is one little touch: “The dinner was 
exceedingly stupid. I very nearly fell asleep 
by the side of the lady of the house. It was all 
over by nine o'clock, and I went to the gam- 
bling house and lost two napoleons more. May 
this be a warning to all dissipated middle-aged 
persons!” And here is another: “So I came 
back into town and passed the day writing and 
trying to alter Pendennis, which is, without 
any manner of doubt, awfully stupid; the very 
best passages, which pleased the author only 
last week, looking hideously dull by the fog of 
this day. I pray, I pray, that it may be the 
weather. Will you say something for it at 
church next Sunday?”’ | 

Compared with these inimitable letters, ths 
other contents of the magazine are pale, 60 to 
speak. Thomas Nelson Page hasa Virginian 
story which, though good, isnot in his best 
vein. Mr. Bunner’s “Storyofa New York 
House,” seems to lag a litt’e. In fine, every- 
thing in the magazine is overshadowed by the 
name and fame of Thackeray. There is one 
piece that may be made an exception of—Miss 
Edith M. Thomas’s, “The Quiet Pilgrim,”’ 
which is informed with both art and 
imagination. The concluding paper of ex- 
Minister Washburne’s ‘Reminiscences of the 
Siege and Commune of Paris,” isa somewhat 
placid recital of a series of horrors that has no 
parallel in modern times. There are other note- 
worthy articles in thenumber. The illustra- 
tions are led by a frontispiece portrait of 
Thackeray, and there seems to be a special fit- 
ness about all of them. 

THE CENTURY MAGAZINE for April runs in 
the old grooves that have made itso popular 
One of its illustrations, the frontispiece portrait 
of Hawthorne, has the distinction—and itis a 
very great distinction—of being from. the 
graver of Timotheus Cole. The block is 
handled with great simplicity, but it possesses 
qualities that no other engraver could give it. 
These are qualities that cannot be fitly de- 
scribed, but they are precisely these that make 
the difference between mechanical effects and 
the results of art. It is by virtue of their pos- 
session that Mr. Cole stands at the head} of all 
engravers. 

The portrait which has been reproduced 
with s> noble an effect, was recently discover: 
ed in the possession of an Englishman, and, to 
our mind, it is the best of all,the portraits of 
the great romancer, partly on account of atti- 
tude, and partly on account of Cole’s art. This, 
with other portraits of Hawthorne, are briefly 
and pleasantly described by Mr. George Par- 
sous Lathrop. 3 

The fiction in this number of The Century is 
confined to an installment of Mr. Stockton’s 
“Hundredth Man,” and “Little Compton,” a 
short story by Joel Chandler Harris. This 
story is illustrated by Frost, and the pictures 
show a singulay lapse of comprehension and 
appreciatidn on the part of the agtist. Those 
who remember Mr. Frost's delightfal illustra- 
tions of “Free Joe” will be surprised to see 
these pictures. Mountaineers from Vermont and 
wild lumbermen from Maine are made to do 
duty as citizens of Putnum county in Middle 
Georgia. No harm is done, to be. sure,_ but it 
is rare that one sees a more extraordinary vio- 
lation of the eternal fitness of things. 

A contribution that is both suggestive and 
entertaining is Mark Twain’s “Eaglish as she 
is Taught.” 
made by pupils at the public schools arelaugh- 
able indeed, but they have a pathetic. side. 
They show the perfunctory character of the 
system under which such mistakes are possi- 
ble. A learned paper on “The Veda” is con- 
tribtued by Professor William Dwight Whit- 
ney, and Edward Atkinson writes crisply and 
vigorously of “The Margin of Profits.” 

The installment of the life of Abraham 
Lincoln, by Nicolay and Hay, deals with the 
territorial experiment of slavery. The war 
series is confined toa graphic account of the 
battle of Chicamauga, by General Daniel H. 
Hill. Among The Century poets, we notice a 
new name, that of Gertrude Hall. We ob- 
serve that the serseless and abusive criticism 
of the late General Shields, by Nicolay and 
Hay, has called outa defense of the memory 
of that distinguished soldier. 


Good f£ubscription Books, 


Mr. W. F. Morse, the well kaown publisher 
and general agent of Washington, D. C., has re- 
cently established a general southern agency in 
Atlanta under the management of Mr. C, W. 
Dutcher. This establishment publishes and han- 
dies shch booksas ‘‘The Memoirs of. Robert E. Lee,”’ 
General John C, Fremont’s ‘‘Memoirs of My Life,” 
the Century Company’s war book, ‘‘Battles and 
Leaders of the Civil War,’’ “Gaskell’s Family and 
School Atlas,’ ‘The Bryant Shakspeare,’’ S. 8. 
Cox’s ‘Three Decades of Federal Legislation,’ 
“The National Capital,’’ an illustrated history of 
Washington, Ben: Perley Poore’s ‘‘Keminiscences 
of Sixty Years,’’ and various other notable publi- 
cations. : 

Before the war the southern people were a com- 
munity of readers. The most remote plantations 
ordered their yearly or semi-annual supply of 
books just asregularly as other things were bought. 
Since our people emerged from the general wreck 
and contusion following their great struggle, their 
interest in literature has kept pace with their 
progress, Put the old methods of the book trade 
have changed, 

It is a common complaint among readers that 
they cannot find what they want. in the book 
stores. The cheap English reprints have almost 
driven out the better class of bound books. As a 
Finding that the old plan of publication yielded 
rule the most satisfactory class of books now pub- 
lished wil] be found to be the subseription books. 
Especielly is this true of the works of famous 
American authors. Onur writers, however, have 
become more business-like in their methods, 
them oniy an insignificant royalty, and resulted in 
leaving their books unsold and concealed from the 


eyes of the public, they have adopted the sub-_ 


scription plan. The outeome has been better pay 
for the authors, bigger sales, and better specimens 
of the bookmaker’s art.“ Among the first to try 
this system was Alexander H.Stephevs. It will 
be recollected that his works met with a phenom- 
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* trols

enalsale. His example was followed by the Hon | 
Jeferson { Davis, General Beauregard, Mr. Biaine, | 
Hon. 8. 8. Cox and General Grant. To slow the | 
advautages of the system, it may be mentioned 
that the sale of Grant's memoirs im one year 
reached theenormous number of 600,000 volumes, 
Grant a profit of $650,000. The usaal 
trade methods would probably not have yielded 


more than a quarter of this amount. 
Following the lead of these books came the eda- 


cational, historical and literary authors who are 
now convinced that the subscription plan is the 
best way of reaching the public. The clase of 
books mostly in @emand in the south are of an 
historical,- religious and -educational character. 
The sale of Bibles never stops. The recent con- 
tributions to the history of the Civil war ‘have sold 
largely and are found in every house. Heretofore, 
northern book publishers have sent out traveling 
agents to make only a superficial canvass of the 
larger points in the south, and have been content 
with barely touching , the country. 
Only one or two large. houses 
have established permanent offices inthe southern 
cities, and-these have been to represent-only their 
own publications. Phere was need of a central 
agent whose books sheuld be of a general characte 
ter, suited to the growing taste of the public, and 
whose operations should be permanently estab- 
lished and maintained. 

Six months ago the publication of a new life of 
General Robert E. Lee was announced by a Phila- 
delphia publisher. When the new book made its 
appearance it proved to be the best account of the 
great chieftain that had been given tothe world. 
The sale of the book inth@ south was at once com- 
mitted to the hands of Mr. Morse, who estab- 
lished central points for its sale at Richmond, At- 
lanta, Montgomery, New Orleans andin Texas. A 
great army of agents and canvassers stood ready to 
take the new work, and today there are more men 
and women earning 2 good living by selling this 
Lee book than were ever engaged on any similar 
book in the south. By request of the authors a 
large percentage is to be paid to the confederate 
soldiers homes at Richmond and Austin, and thus 
al] who feel an interest in proteeting and soothing 
the last years of the ol4 veterans are enabled to 
contribute directly to this charitable parpose, aud 
also obtain a valuable work. 

It will be seen that the Atlanta agency handles 
some of the best books before the public. In ad- 
dition to the Lee memoirs, this agency con- 
the new Century war book, 
The “Century Magazine’ began some 
time ago the publication ofa series of war papers, 
written by men aciually engaged in the events 
and scenes they describe; and portraying from a 
federal and confederate standpoint, their views of 
the great struggle. These papers are now to be 
printed as a whole, and with large additions to the 
text and illustrations, are to be published by the 
Century Co., in book form, under the title ‘‘Lead- 
ers and Battles of the Civii War.’’ It is needless 
to say that this book, comprising this mnar- 
ration of actual facts by men of both 
sides, is without bitterness or partisanship, and 
with only the sole aim of telling what passed un- 
der their own eyes; with the wealth of illustration 
in the best style of the famous magazine, will 
have more interest for the public, both north and 
routh, than any work yet put forth on this topic.

TALES TOLD BY MEN WHO SAW 
STIRRING TIMES. 
re en aan a ee aL 
Old Man Pruike't Gives an Interesting Story About 
a Widow Whose Deata Bed was a Pile of Leaves 
and Straw-—A Story of the Army in Vir- 
ginia— Teles Well Worth Beading, 


¥ ritten for The Constitution. 

“Ther used to live between Atlanta and the 
Chattahocchee river,” said old man Piunket, 
knocking the ashes out of his pips, “a family 
of folks what was as well-to-do as any one 
would wish for. Theold man died along in 
1533-4, and the old ’oman she rsised three of 
as fine boys, and four of as fine daughters as 
thar wes anywhar erround Atlanta. When the 
war came on the boys voluntered and went up 
in Tennessee, and they stayed thar and fought 
all the way down to Atlanta, and not one er 
them was ever sick nor hurt in the whole 
four y cars. The o!d ‘oman was 
eighty yeers old when the armies got 
er1onud Atlanta,and she couldn’tdo nothin’ 
but etay at home and the gals stayed with her 
and done very well,considerin. When Hardee 
come down here to Jonesboro all three er the 
boys were with him and they hadn’t seed none 
er thar folks’cause Sherman had em cut off; and 
the boys were wighty bothered erbout it and 
were afered thar old mother and sisters wer3 on 
sufferance, and they didn’t know what the 
army was going todo nor whar they wer:3 
gwine togo. They talked and talked erbout 
it ermong themselves, till at last they decided 
that the folks at home must be attended 
to, and they knowed thar was no use in tryin’ 
to get a furlough, so they decided that one er 
them must desert. Ther was narry one er 
them what wanted to desert, and they at last 
deciced to draw straws and the one getting 
the shortest straw shouid desert the confed- 
eracy and go back and see to the old ’oman and 
the gals. Charlie got the shortest straw, and 
so when night come on he put ont through the 
woods and got outen the lines of both armies 
and went clean onerround Atlanta to the river 
and come up tothe old home from the other 
side. He found his folks in a mighty bad fix, 
and he told me arterwards that if it hado’t er 
bin for some scraps of potatoes what he gatherd 
up outen Judge Wilson’s tater patch th®y’d er 
starved to death. 

“Arter the fight at Jonesboro Hood’s army 
took the back track and went up in Tennessee 
ergin, and Sherman he pitched out down the 
country arter makin’ way with everything that 
warnt hid whar he couldn’t find it. Oxdors 
come out for everybody to leave Atlanta ani 
for a certain distance erround and to take thar 
choice of goin’ south or back ercross the Ohio 
river. Them war the tryin’est times that I seed 
durin’ the whole war, and I said right then that 
the back er my hand was ergin old Sherman, 
and it is yet. 

“Charlie, he was over thar on the other side 
-of Atlanta, takin care of his poor old mother 
that was the rise of 80, and he knowed she 
couldn’t be moved back ercross the Ohio, and 
he knewed' he was a deserter in the confeder- 
acy, and if they ketched him they’d shoot him: 
so he decided to lay right still and say nothin’ 
till things sorter quieted down, and maybe the 
yankeee wouldn’t bother ’em when they found 
out, how it was. ‘ 

“When everybody erround had moved off 
Charlie he thought the best thing he could do 
would be to goright up to headquarters and 
tell the yankees how it was and argue the 
p int with ’em, for he knowed they’d find ’em, 
and then it might go hard with ’em all. Char- 
lie he puts out up to Atlanta, and who should 
herunup with but old man Markham, and 
Markham he stood pretty well with the yan- 
kees somehow, and he was#iways clever erbout 


Leduct, who was the quarter- 
master-general of the yacrkees, and 
he talked for Charlie all he could, and teld 
him how old and feeble the old ’oman was; but 
it didn’t do no good, for he jist callel a fellow 
to him and ordered him to geter waginania 
guard and to go erlong with Chariie and take 
his old mother and the gals and carry.’em 
outen the lines, and sothe fellow went and 
done as he said and carried Charlie’s folks toa 
certain place what they called the ‘limit,’ and 
put ’em right out inthe big roadand tuaraoed 
erround and driv back to Atlanta. 

‘‘They made 1t on down this way the best 
they could till they got yonder to my ginhouse, 
and the poor old mother couldn’t stand it no 
longer, so they struck camp under the ginhouse 
and built up a little fire, and Charlie and the 
gals went out thar in the woods and raked up 
leaves and pine straw and filled an old wagin 
body what was there under the ginhouse and 
laid the poor old mother init for a bed, and 
then they axed her how she felt and she looked 
up at em so pitifal like that Charlie had to 
cry and then the gals they cried, and whenthe 
old mother seed they were cryin’ she talked to 
’em and tried to cheer ’em, and we all seed she 
was kinder wanderin’ in her mind, forsheaxed 
’em to sing her a song and Brown he was there 
by this time and he opened up on the ‘Old Ship 
of Zion,’ and we all jined him, and as we fin- 
ished the last chorus the old mother ’lowed: 

Oh sing me asong that will take me 
Backward on memory’s swift wing, 
To the home and scenes of my girlhood, 
And the joy and comforts these bring. 
Oh, sing me the songs that I sang you 
In the years that have long been past, 
For around them memories cluster 
That even in death I’d hold fast. 


Oh, sing me the songs that I sang you 
In the years before ‘‘papa’’ was dead; 
The sengs that I sang as I rocked you 
Fach night before going to bed, 
h sing me a song as I’m dying, 
Foftly@ing a good-bye to my soul, 
For why should my loved ones be crying 
Since I’ve grown so tired and old? 
- “Then Brown he raised ‘Jesus Lover of my 
Soul, and well sang with him, and as]jwe 
finished up the last verse we seed the old 
mother was done dead, and outen the reach of 
all military orders. War’s a bad thing. Stran- 
ger, wa~s a bad thing.” 
‘ * $; a * ss 

“Whatever Plunkett tells you, you can de- 
pend on, stranger,’ said oid man Brown, as he 
moved his chair around into the shade. ‘It 
haint been no great while since I seed Charlie. 
He lives just the other side of Atlanta now, 
and is doing well, and raising a family right at 
the s»me old home where he was raised, ’c>p- 
tin it haint the same houses, for they was all 
tore down and burned down by the soliier:, 
When the old mother dicd, what Plunket has 
told you cibout, took the gi:ls gqver to my 
house and just told ‘em to maks therselves 
at home. We didn’t have nothin’ to 
give ‘em to. eat, for we didn't 
have arything for ourselves, but me and Char- 
lie went out in the woods and ca'tched’ three 
rabbits and Plunkett give us some old hardt ick 
what he'd picked up erround the camps and 
the wimin folks took the rabbits and put the 
crackers erlong with ’em and made a stew, and 
I’ve never seed a meal’s vitaals what I thought 
was better than that rabbit stew, and from that 
day to this I’ve never worried much over snuf- 
ferin’ for somethin’ to eat, for I said right then 
that ifa fellow was obleged to havea thing 
he’d be certain and gitit. . . 

‘‘Me and Charlie went torustlin’ erround 
then to se3 what could be done,and we went up 
to the yankee picket line and thar wasa big 
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helpin’ folks;¢¢-iié goes erlong with Charlie 
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+ would have usto take what rationshe had 


with him, and said he could do without till he 
got back to his camp, and from that day to 
this, whenever a fellow tells me he’s from In- 
diana I’m his friend, and if ever I see one er 
them in need I’1] help him if I have to sell my 
coat to do it. 

“While me and Charlie was rumaging er- 
round to get a livin’ we ran ercross er pileer 
saddles what had been left by Hood’s men, 
and we litin to’em and cut the skirts offer 
’em and carried what we could tote home, 
and hid the balance, and kept goin’ 
back for ’em till we got ’em 
all; and we kept ’em till Atlanta begin to be 
built up ergin, and then we sold ‘em to a fellow 
to cover a house on Whitehall street, and this 
give me and Charlie both a start after the war, 
and narry one of us has ever worried any from 
that day to this erbout how we are to get 
erlong, for we know that when you're obliged 
to have er thing you'll git it, SARGE, 

; The Hardships of War. 
Written for The Constitution. 

After McGruder had fortified Yorktown, 
Virginia, with a continuation of dams, called 
No. 1, 2, etc., the yankees changed their base 
and concentrated their forces there, on their 
way to Richmond. I have forgotten the dates, 
but bave a feeling recollection of the day that 
a North Carolina regiment was surprised 
while building fortifications from dam No. 1 to 


No. 2 and driven out by the enemy. I be- | 


longed to General Tige Anderson’s brigade, and 
it fell to our lot to recapture the works and 
suffer hardships that are not often narrated 
even in history of war. 

When we arrived at the scene of conflict the 
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fire and piled as close together as possible 
to keep warm. As the man on the outside of 
the row would get toocold to endure it, some 
one from the middle would swap places with 
him, and thus we rested through the long, 


| rainy night. Toa person who has not experi- 


| enced such hardships, it will seem impossible 
| for men to enjoy such a position, but to u3, 


after our continuous watch in the water, it was 
a luxury {in comparison to squatting in the 
ditches. 

The last night of our stay at Dam No. 2 was 
a trying one for me. The Warwick river was 
filled with a succession of dams, one backing 
water to the one above. The dams were made 
of earth, about ten feet high and ten feet wide 
ov the top, and about 150 yardsin length. We 
had a cannon in an embankment at the end of 
the dam, to rake the whole structure if the 
enemy should attemp to cross or to break if. 
The federals had three batteries in 200 yards 


| of the dam, and their picket lines were near 


the water on their side of the river. Ona the 
night of our evacuation of the position, I was 
chosen as a gnard to go to the enemy’s end of 


, the dam (where we never had a guard before , 
| and if there was an attempt made to break it, 


North Carolinians had been driven from the | 


works they were constructing, and 
constructed with so much care and expense to 


the confederates. The duty devolved upon 


recapture the entrenchinments. He formed us 
in a line of battle, and rede down the front of 
the line and told the soldiers that he did not 
wish to hear ashot from them. His words 
were, “Give them the cold steel,’ and his 
orders were implicitly obeyed, except thata 
few shots were fired from company K of t'§ 
Eighth Georgia regiment at Major Dunwoody, 
of the Seventh Georgia, who got in front of our 
line, and was mistaken for the yankees. ‘We 
drove the federals from the works, and were 
charged by them soon after, but repulsed 
them, after allowing them to come up within 
fifty yards of the trenches. They were wading 
through the headwaters of dam No. 1, and our 
close fire left the heavy-timbered swamp fall of 
their dead bodies, most of them fioating in 
water. 

Ob! the disma! time we spent in the ditches 
we had recaptured! 

The weather was cold and the water in the 
trenches was from twelve to twenty inches 
deep. We were obliged to squat in this coid 
water far forty hours or have our heads pierced 
with bullets, for the federal sharpshootzrs 
were up in the trees of theswamp in our frost, 
and to expose a head above the low embank- 
ment was certein death. There we crouched 
night and day without our blankets or tent 
cloths, which we had left behind. My com- 
pany occupied a low place where the water 
was up to our hips when we squatted down, 
which we were obliged to do nearly ali the 
time night and day. After being in the ditches 
for two nights and days we were relieved on 
the third night, and really enjoyed lying on 
the wet ground. The whole company spsoned 
together with our guns in our hands, without 
a blanket or overcoat, lying in the mud a few 
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I was to fire my gun and jump into the water, 
or get out of the way the best I could, as our 
cannon would rake the top of the dam with 
grapeshot without waiting for my return. My 
position was a very critical one, in the event of 
an attempt being made to break the dim, ana 
2s we all expected the attempt would be made, 
it was the most fearfal watch that I was ever 
called upon to maintain. I crawled along 
the dam. until I could hear the Yankee 
pickets who occupied pits close to the water, 
talking inalowtone. I hid ina hole made 
by the yankee cannon in their attempt to 


break the dam. 
the federals bad cro:sed the line that had beea | 


I beard an officer in the battery that made 
the hole in which I was hidden, say, ‘‘‘iet 


, : | ready that caison.”’ 
General Anderson, with his handful of men, to | 


I thought he intended to try to hit that hole 
egain.and it did not improve my feelings. But 
all my fears were groundiess. I rested in safety 
until after midnight,and heard the welcome 
signal for me to rejoin my commaad, and with 
our canteens muffled so that they could not 
rattle, we stole silentlyaway from dam No. 2, 
where we had suffered to the full extent of our 
endurance.
